- Will you kindly refer the inquiry embodied 
below to the mrber of staff:who specializes in the 
Medieval coinages of thé Hither Orient. 


Under apparate cover, I am sending a cast of 
a bronze coin concerning which I should be very glad to have 
an opinion. This pééce is in the collection of the American 
Numismatic Society, having been received slong with a miscel- 
laneous lot of other coins, which gave no suggestion for the 
provenance of this piece. I am also sending a photograph of 
several coins which formed part of a hoard unearthed in the 
excavations at Corinth. You will perceive that the cast and 
the illustrations have much in common, that they probably own 
the same issuing authority. Along with the coins in the hoard, 
there were several Byzantine pieces of the century. 


Among the types figuring are an elephant, a 
lion and a wingei horse. Apparently a rider with a hulo appears 
on one or more of these animals. Of the inscriptions in the 
cartouche on the reverse only the word "sultan’ is legible on 
the coin in our possession. 


If ony pieces similar to these have come 
under your observation or if you have any suggestion as to an 
attribution for these coins, we shall be very grateful to you 
for communicating it.

_ Will you be so god as to let me know 
whether you have in your collection speciemms of the 
Tarentine staters illustrated in Evans, “Horsemen” — 
Plate 3, No. 6 and Plate 11, Now 4. I believe these te 
be from the same die with the name ‘K substituted for 
the earlier one of OPA. If it would not involve too 
much, I should be very gradeful if you could inform me 
whether there are similar occurrences on any of the 
other coins of this or nearby periods in your collection. 
Such changes occur at Velia as well as at Metapontum 
and seem to me to indicate a change of magistrate. If 
the dies are identical it would follow that they could 
not be artists signatures. Similar changes, but of 
single letters only, occur on Evans, Plate 3, No. 7 and 
Plate 4, No. 6. If this request should thieves making a 
number of casts, I should be very glad to have you give 
me 2 memorandum of the amount involved and to remunerate 
your cast maker for preparing them for me,
